Sweetwater started on a split schedule system in September, 1942, an¬ 
ticipating an unusually large enrollment. Under this arrangement juniors and 
seniors attended school from 7:45 a.m. to 12:15 p.m. and sophomores went 
from 12:30 p.m. until 5 p.m. As it happened, the opening enrollment num¬ 
bered but 865, 35 less than the 900 of the previous semester. However, the 
following month showed an increase of about six per cent, 60 more students 
having been added.

In February, '43, because of greatly over-crowded conditions in their room buildings, 
the 9A's from the National City Junior high schools came to attend Sweetwater. Similarly, 
the 10th grade students from Southwest Junior high, who have always, prior to this time, 
remained at Southwest until promotion of their junior year, also came to Su-hi. This brought 
Sweetwater's enrollment up to 1 100. Both groups returned to their respective schools to grad¬ 
uate. Though many are student body members, these students were not technically a part 
of Sweetwater high school. 

There were 70 February graduates and 144 in June, making the latter group one of 
largest ever known in the history of Sweetwater.
